Iris  Culture.  Lis  can  be  moved  any  time, 
but  best  time  is  soon  after  flowering.  Planted 
before  August  1  they  are  sure  to  bloom  next 
spring  if  culture  is  right.  Early  planting 
gives  larger  clumps,  more  flowers.  Cover 
rhizome  only  one  inch.  Plant  in  full  sun  or 
very  slight  shade  preferably.  Do  not  fertilize. 
Water  freely  after  growtn  begins. 

Name  a  few  substitutes  if  possible.
